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SENATOR CHAMBERS: Oh, thank you. Senator Baker, so that this
will be in the record, this letter says: Attention
No..."No-ellie"? N-o-e-l-i-e.

SENATOR BAKER: Noelie.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: Noelie. Attention Noelie Sherdon, legal
counsel. That must be legal counsel for the Department of Motor
Vehicles of Nebraska. Is that correct?

SENATOR BAKER: Yes, that's correct.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: Who gave you a copy of this letter, the
Department of Motor Vehicles or Ms. Podany?

SENATOR BAKER: Department of Motor Vehicles.

SENATOR CHAMBERS: So it must meet with their approval.
SENATOR BAKER: I would...

SENATOR CHAMBERS: I mean, they must...
